INGHAM (Utah) Sept. 18.—For- 
ty-five hundred men, employed in 
the copper mines here, laid down 

their tools this morning after the op- 

erators refused last night to meet 
their demands for an increase in pay 
of 30 cents a day. Every mine in the 
camp, with one exception, is idle. The 
strikers are mostly aliens and deter- 
mined that no one shall enter the 
mines of bulldings until their de- 
mands have been granted. 
PATROL THE STREDPTS. 

Seventy-five Deputy Sheriffs are pa- 
trolling the streets tonight, and all 
saloons are closed. A crowd of strik- 
ers threatened the patrol, but they 
were promptiy held up and disarmed. 

The foreigners have entrenched them-

the mines and have fired on several 
parties who attempted to visit the 
properties. Night Supt. John Ken- 
medy of the Utah Copper Company 
wes fired on tonight when he at- 
tempted to leave the mine- house.

WILSON STRIKES MOOSE 
TRAIL AT TWIN CITIES. 


T. PAUL Sept. 18.—Gov. 
Woodrow Wilson struck the trail 
of Col. Roosevelt for the first time 
in the campaign today when he 
whirled through a programme of 
speeches and receptions in the twin 
cities. The Democratic candidate 
started for Chicago and Detroit to- 
night deeply pleased, he said, with 
the spontaneous response and enthuai- 
asm of the crowds that either heard 
him speak or shouted their cheers as 
he motored through the streets of 
the two cities. 

When the party reached Minneap- 
olia, the Commercial Club had break- 
fast ready and the Governor talked 
twenty minutes on the trusts and big 
business, eliciting close attention and 
applause. 

At the University of Minnesota, 
President George H. Vincent intro- 
daced te Governor as a “man who 
had removed the stigma of the doc- 
trinaire from academic life, a scholar 
of politics, a scholar in politics, a 
scholarly politician, and a statesman.” 
The Governor made no political 
speech, but emphasized the point that 
the students of this country did not 
take themselves seriously enough. 
NOT PERSONALITIES, BUT ISSUES. 
Tt was at the parade grounds, a 
broad meadow in the residence dis- 
trict of Minneapolis, that the Govy- 
ernor made his longest speech of the 
day. He was emphatic in his declara- 
tion that the national campaign was

not one of personalities, but issues. 
He paid warm tribute to the char- 


acter,of President Taft and of the 
Prokfessive party he sald: 

“I want to say that there is a great 
deal in the programme of the new 
party; that there is @ great pro- 
stamme of human uplift in the plat- 
form of that party. A man would 
be niggardiy and untrue to himself 
who would not say that; but when I 
ask myself who is going to carry out 
this programme, then the thing wears 
another aspect.” 

“Bhoot it at him,” yelled a voice 
in the crowd. 

“You think I am referring to an 
individual? Iam not. I am referring 
to the method by which that in- 
dividual and the others associated 
with him, propose. to deal with the 
central economic difficulty.” 

The Governor here reiterated his 
objections to the plank in the pro- 
gressive platform advocating control 
of trusts by an industrial commission. 

The crowd interrupted frequently 
with applause and shouts of approval. 

“I have simply wanted to show 
you the inside of my mind,” said the 
nominee in conclusion, “so there need 
be no misunderstanding between us.” 

At 8t. Paul tonight the candidate 
launched into a discuasion of radical- 
ism and progressivism. 

“I would be radical if necessary,” 
said the Governor, “but I am «@ pro- 
gressive because it is not necessary to 
be a radical.” 

Turning to the question of the tariff, 
Mr. Wilson said he was not one of 
those who “was kept awake at night 
by the free trade bogie.” 

“There isn’t any danger of free 
trade,” he added, “because we have 
one of the most expensive and extrava- 
gant central governments.”

MAMMOTH DEAL 
BY UNCLE SAM. 


Vast Quantities of Timber on 
the Market. 


Maybe Wood Will Now Be- 
come Cheaper. 


Eight Hundred Million Feet 
of Lamber Involved. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.— Final 
ments for the sale of 800,- 
000,000 feet of government timber to 
the Sierra Sugar Pine Company, 4 
California corporation, will shortly be 
concluded in San Francisco by Chief 
Forester Henry 8. Graves, who is due 
to arrive there September 28. 

The timber, which stands in the 
Sierra National Forest, has already 
been awarded, after public advertise- 
ment, but the contract will not be- 
come binding until the Gompany has 
been shown what timber the gov-. 
ernment will reserve in order to pro- 
vide for reproduction, and has agreed 
in writing to the terms imposed. 

TIMBER RESERVED. 

The company will be allowed to cut 
in full 800,000,000 feet, but it will not 
be allowed to cut clean. Ags @ rule, 
the forest service reserves about one- 
third of the stand. A marking board 
ef one man sent from Washington, 
one from the district office in San 
Francisco and the local forest super-. 
visor will carefully mark a given 
area to show the restrictions on the 
timber. Representatives of the com- 
pany will then go over this area, 
after which, it is expected, the con- 
tract will be signed in San Francisco. 

NEW DEVELOPMENT. 

“Buch large and long-term sales 
are now a development of the serv- 
ice,” geaid Chief Forester Graves. 
“Great bodies of mature but inac- 
ceasible timber can be put on the 
market only if sale contracts are ict 
on terms which will justify a heavy 
initial investment in transportation 
facilities. In entering into such con- 
tracta, however, special safeguards to 
protect the public against monopoly 
and to prevent an undue speculative 
profit are employed. 

“The national forests contain the 
equivalent of nearly 600,000,000,000 
feet of timber now of merchantable 
size, besides young growth for future 
harvest. Because of its remoteness 
from market, and the wild, moun- 
tainous country, without transporta- 
tion facilities, only a small percent- 
age can now be sold on any terms. 
Most of it would cost more to get 
out than it would bring. The sale 
of less than one-fifth of 1 per cent. 
of our total supply te one company 
leaves plenty of room fer competi- 
tion by other companies. 

RAILROAD WORK. . 

“The timber which has been sold 
to the California company lies well 
back fm the Slerra Nevada Mountains 
and will require the construction of 
seventy miles of standard-gauge rall- 
road to open up the area. Since this 
road will also open up other national 
forest timber and will be a common 
carrier, it creates another safeguard 
against monopoly. The company is 
given a cutting period of twenty-two 
years to remove the timber, besides 
an additional two years for the con- 
struction of logging and manyfactur- 
ing facilities. 

“No business organization would 
undertake the heavy investment 
necessary in such cases unless the

difficulty in making such long-term 
sales is to establish a price which wil!

He also found homes for 
many wives and orphans, or restored 
them to father or mother, or both, by 
adjusting domestic quarrels that had 
arisen and threatened to wick the 
family. He made the precedents that 
will be followed not only in the Chi- 
cago court, but in other courts of a 
similar nature which are certain to 
be established in all large cities and 
which will do much toward finding a 
solution for the divorce problem and 
the question of domestic infelicity.

CAMFP’S HEAVY OUTPUT. 


The possible effect of a prolonged 
strike at Bingham is indicated by 
figures on the camp's production of 
copper. This ts in the neighborhood 
of 20,000,000 pounds monthly, of 
which the Utah Copper Company, 
handling low-grade porphyry rock in 
immense quantities, furnishes about 
12,000,000 pounds. Dividends from 
the Utah Copper Company amount to 
about $7,000,000 annually. Its low- 
grade copper ore, which is gouged 
from terraces along the side of the 
mountain, is hauled by its own rail- 
road to Garfield, on the shore of the 
Great Salt Lake, where it is reduced 
in two great mills to a smelting 
grade. The concentrates supply more 
than haif the tonnage of the Ameri- 
ean Smelting and Refining Company's 
Garfield smelter. It is estimated that 
the mills have not to exceed two days 
supply of ore in their bins, and the 
smelter would have to close half its 
furnaces in two weeks without the 
Bingham ores. The milis and smelters 
give employment to about 5000 men.

ARE TRUST 


COMPETITORS’ 


Perkins’s Gigantic Corporation, With Hundred ‘and 


Forty Million Capital, Earns an Annual Profit of Fif- 


teen One-Hundredths of One Per Cent., According to 
Testimony Brought Up by Federal Examiners. 


{BY DIRECT TO THE TIMES.) 


HICAGO BUREAU O THE 
C TIMES, Sept. 18.—([Exclusive Dis- 

patch.] The Minnesota State 
prison with its convict is one of the 
principal competitors of the Interna- 
tional Harvester Company, according 
to Clarence 8. Funk, general manager 
of the company, who resumed the 
witness stand yesterday in the sult 
brought by the government to dissolve 
the $140,000,000 combination. So Is 
a bug that eats harvester twine like 
a «ollege girl eating chocolate 
creams. 

Mr. Funk said the harvesters man- 
ufactured by the prison were sold 
mostly in Minnesota. He added that 
he understood the State had expended 
$1,000,000 in equipping the prison 
plant. 

Other competitors which the Inter- 
ternational Harvester Company has in 
addition to five named by Mr. Funk 
during his first day of testimony are 
the John Deere Company of Moline 
and the Independent Harvester Com- 
pany of Piano. He admitted, how- 
ever, that the Internationa! selis 60 
per cent. of the grain binders used in 
the United States and 60 per cent. of 
the mowers. 

When questioned by the attorneys 
of the company Mr. Funk presented 
n list of competitors of his firm in the 
various lines of manufacture in which 
the company is engaged. : 

It was as follows: 


WHAT THEY ARE. 

Motor vehicles, twenty-five; corn 
binders, four; corn shredders, fifteen; 
eorn pickers, three; corn. shellers, 
forty to fifty; corn cultivators, seven-

ESCAPE POLICE. 


Officer Shows His Badge and 
They Beat Him. 


Sherlock Holmes a Fiasco in 
7 the Windy City. 


Mysterious -Phases Inspire 
Chief to Investigate. 


(By Federal (Wireless) Line te The Times.) 
CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Sept. 18.—[Special Dispatch.) 
Because a Chicago police official 
tried to win glory for himself in 
the regulation old sleuth fashion, 
two men who are known to have 
had in their possession about $150,- 
000 of the $820,000 stolen from a 
branch of the Bank of Montreal in 
New Westminster, B. C., a year ago, 
walked out of the back room of a 
saloon today and escaped. Tonight 
every policeman and detective in the 
city are looking for the pair, with lit- 
tle prospect of success, as they had 
several hours start after the fi 

scare. 

THE CHIEF AMAZED. 

Lieut. Benjamin Burns of the Max- 
well Police Station, the man who tried 
for glory and lost, is swathed in 
bandages tonight, and charges against 
him are being prepared by Chief of 
Police McWeeny. 

Capt. John J. Mahoney of the sam 
station, Rurns’s superior, and the man 
who consented to Burns making the 
single-hended try to arrest the two 
desperadoes, will also be put on trial 
for neglect of duty and error of judg- 
ment unStting a police captain. 

Burns tried to capture the men 
single-banded in the saloon of James 
Sidias, No. 1141 South Wabash ave- 
nue. In a desperate battle he was 
almost killed. He was taken uncon- 
scious to his home. 

MYSTERIOUS FEATURES. 

Several phases 
rounds the case and Chief McWeeny 
is unable to explain them, or else, for 
reasons of his own, keeps silent. 

A prominent Chicago lawyer, it is 
said, will be brought into the case. 
It is also regarded as strange that 
officers of the Maxwell Police Station, 
which is on the West Side, should be 
sent to trail a case within the jurisdic- 
tion of the Harrison-street Station, 
in another section of the city, and 
within half a dozen blocks of where 
the thieves were located. 

SAFE BLOWERS LOCATED. 

The safe blowers were located on a 
tip sent to Chief McWeeney. They 
were trailed to the saloon, where they 
attempted to change severa) Canadian 
bills of large denomination. The men 
ate two of fivé who had robbed the 
bank, and were positively identified 
by a Chicago crook who informed 
McWeeny in the hope of receiving a 
part of the reward of $25,000 offered 
for the capture of the men. He had 
‘been with them for the past few days 
in Chicago and knew positively that 
they carried between $140,000 and 
$150,000 of Canadian money, in large 
bills, in their pockets. 

McWeeny, for reasons which he has 
not explained, called upon Capt. Ma- 
honey, instead of the Harrison-street 
Station. to make the capture. The 
crook stool-pigeon sent word that the 
men were in the saloon. 

IN DISGUISE. 

When Capt. Mahoney detailed 

Lieut. Burns on the case Burns dis- 


guised himself as a street car man 
and went to the saloon. He en- 
countered the suspects there. In- 


stead of calling for assistance from 
the South Clark-street Station, Burns 
is said to have invited the men into a 
rear room. There, after the fashion 
of Sheriock Holmes, he showed his 
atar and told them they were under 
arrest. 


‘Instead of meekly submitting the 
men turned on Burna like two tigers 
and beat him unconscious. They 
left him on the floor of the room end 
escaped. 

The proprictor of the saloon called 
a policeman end Lieut. Burns was 
taken to his home. 

THE BANK ROBBERY. 

The robbery of the branch Bank 
of Montreal et New Westminster. 
B. C., occurred on the morning of 
September 15. 

The enormous amount taken as- 
tounded the banks and the police 
throughout the country. <A man hunt 
equal to the days of Jesse James gang 
continued secretly, night and day. In 
anticipation of a reward of $26,000 
private detectives from almost every 
city in the country took up the search. 

The five desperadoés robbed the 
bank at a time when the regular 
watchman was on his vacation, and 
before the Chinese caretaker had re- 
ported for the day. The caretaker 
entered the bank just as the robbery 
had been completed. He was seized 
and bound. The robbers fied down 
the Fraser River in a launch, 

There was in all $350,000 in the 
bank safes. At the time Chief of 
Police Bradshaw expressed the belief 
that the robbers would have taken all 
if they could have carried it. They 
made away with $320,000. They left 
silver and otes of small denomina- 
tion as well as damaged $500 and 
$10 bills lying around the floor and 
on tables.

NO RELIEF IN SIGHT. 


Twenty Thousand Dollars Worth Ordered Here from 
State Printer, But Only Promises Obtained—Million 
Copies of Constitutional A mendments Take Preced- 


ence While Educational Work Suffers. 


HERE is a famine In grammar 
T senooi text books in Los Angeles, 

through failure of the State Print-|t 
ing Office to meet the demands upon 
it. The three largest dealers in the 
city reported yesterday thdt orders|, 
totaling $20,000 have not been fled, 
and that there is no prospect that 
they will be filled for months to come, 
In the meantime the pupils tn sev- 
eral grades of the primary schools are 
without books and their work is suf- 
fering in consequence. 

County Superintendent Keppel es- 
timated yesterday that 20,000 children 
throughout the State, figuring con- 
servatively, have been depdived of 
textbooks through the delinquency of 
the State Printer in failing to supply 
eight titles alone. 

A. Lazarus of the Lazarus Station- 
ery Company told Keppel yesterday 
that these eight titles cannot be pur- 
chased for love or money, that the 
cash he sent with orders to the State 
Printer wes returned, and that hun- 
dreds of children are turned away by 
local dealers when they apply for 
books. 

HTTS EVERY COUNTY. 

Those most in demand are “Eng- 
lish Lessons,"’ books 1 and 2, used in 
the fifth, sixth and seventh grades. 
According to Jazarus, only 6000 of 
these books were printed, when 20,- 
000 or more should have been turned 
out. Of these, 4600 were ordered by a 
local dealer, and a Sacramento con- 
cern took the other 500. This leaves 
a ehortage both here and at Sacre- 
mento and an entire famine, so far as 
those books are concerned, in fifty- 
six counties of the State. The books 
should now be in daily use in all 
California public schools, according to 
Keppel. 

“We do not handle school . books 
as extensively as other lines,” said 
Lazarus yesterday, “but I estimate 
that we cannot get $3500 worth of 
those we need for immediate sale.”

VALUING SERMONS. 
COURT'S DIFFICULT TASK. 
In awarding $2300 damages to Rev.

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The Senate Investigating Commit- 
tee, appointed to look into the Mex- 
ican situation insofar as it relates 
to peesible encouragement or financial 
assistance from persons living in the 
United States, or owing allegiance to 
this country, is carrying on its work 
in Los Angeles behind closed doors 
The public is taken Into the confidence 
of Senators Smith and Fall, to the 
extent of being told that valuable 
information is being obtained.

The two members of the commit- 
tee were closeted several hours with 
United States District Attorney Mo 
Cormick and his assistant, Robinson, 
yesterday afternoon.

E LECTORAL POSSIBILITIFS. 

The Electoral College consists of 540 
members. Two hundred and seventy-one 
votes are necessary to a choice for Prest- 
dent. If neither Wilson, nor Taft, nor 
Roosevelt should obtain 271 votes, the elec- 
tion would be thrown into the House of 
Representatives, where the voting would 
be by States, each State having one vote, 
to be cast by a majority of its Congression- 
al delegation. 

It is the membership of the present House 
of Representatives and not the House to 
be elected in November that would be 
Charged with the election of a President 
When the members of the present House 
of Representatives were elected the Pro- 
gressive party was not in existence. Of 
the 390 members 227 were elected as Dem-

O DO OUR SHARE. 

Of making many laws there is no end, 
although the multiplication of ordinances, 
regulations and restrictions seems, in the 
long run, to make little difference to the 
average life of the’ average citizen. Very 
excellent are many of the laws on the stat- 
ute book;- equally unnecessary are many 
others. The chief requisite in any new leg-: 
islation is that it should be easy and ef 
fective in the application. 

The public, which is often enthusiastic 
enough in calling for new laws, is some 
times culpably indifferent as to how these 
laws are put into force. Unless the people 
co-operate heartily with the legislators, or- 
dinances and prohibitions will soon become 
so much waste material. 

Every State now has excellent statutes 
almed against impure foods and fraudulent 
weights and measures. The wnsumers 
themselves, therefore, are in fault wherever 
dishonest weights and short measures are 
still In use, for if every consumer in the 
country made sure that he received always 
honest weight and honest measure the 
short-weighters, would soon be driven out 
of business. Prof. Rushby, Dr. Wiley's 
chief assistant, has stated “that the pure- 
food law is a failure because of its non- 
enfarcement.” 

Now the authorities are willing to do 
their part, but unless the public honestly 
co-operates with them all remedial legisia- 
tion will be more or less a dead letter. The 
whole country clamored for a pure-food 
law and already one of its framers admits 
it to be Inefficient because it is nét being 
enforced. in other words, because the pub 
lic is failing to fill its part of the contract. 
Laws don’t work of their own accord, nor 
does the duty of the public end in getting 
them onto the statute book. That is where, 
in feality, it begins. The more laws we 
make the more responsibilities we incur. 

The last report of the Department of Ag- 
riculture contains the following statement: 

“More than two hundred ways of 

cheating the public were found: the 
 fakers were exceptionally active in 

1811. The government seized and de- 
stroyed large quantities of tomato 
catsup, pulp paste, frozen and spot 
eggs, ice cream cones, cider vinegar, 
and aftificially-colored grape juice. 
Among the misbranded articles dealt 
with by the government were: F'lavor- 
ing extracts, fruit feliies, headache 
cures, pepper, coffee, pork and beans, 
face lotions, condensed milk, blackber- 
ry cordial, jams, cotton-seed ofl, maple 
sugar, chocolate, molasses, candy, oys- 
ters and many kinds of medicine.” 

All these—in spite of the purefood law! 

A New York paper also prints the follow- 
ing: 
“The most pitiable exhibition of the 
inherent meanness and dishonesty of 
human nature was the stack of false 
weights and measures shown at the 
New York Budget Exhibit of 1910 and 
1911. Measures of every kind, wet 
and dry, with false bottoms and lying 
scales, from the cheapest to the most 
elegant affaires, were shown. Recently 
8000 bushel baskets were burned in 
New York City and scows full of short 
weights and measures have been sent 
out to sea and placed beyond the reach 
of dishonest tradesmen.”

To a certain extent the 
pure food and honest weights and meas 
ures régulafions are being eluded al! over 
the country. The point is that, instead of 
enforcing the excellent laws we already 
have, we spend too much time in hunting 
for new abuses. 

As far as the consumer is concerned the 
government is doing its part in protecting 
him against fraud, but evidently the house 
holder—in New York at least—is not doing 
his part in seconding the efforts of the gov- 
ernment. How many thousand tons of prod- 
uce are paid for every year by the con- 
sumer in the whole United States—produce 
that was never delivered because it never 
existed—would be a pretty computation for

It is interesting to note that even a 
labor-union government of avowed social- 
istic leanings finds it necessary to repudl- 
ate the larger part of its own propaganda 
when confronted with the national respon- 
sibilities of office. 

The Australian Commonwealth, which 
has been under a labor-union government 
for a decade, has afforded a most signif- 
cant illustration of the hopelessness of en- 
deavoring to govern under Socialist prin- 
ciples, humas nature being what it is. Two 
years ago Australia was confronted with 
the fact that immigration to her shores had 
practically ceased, and last year the cen- 
sus returns confirmed the fear that popn- 
lation was at a standstill. Capital avoided 
Australia as the plague, and the trade 
unions reigned supreme, with an ever-dwin- 
dling army of employers to prey upon! 

Then came the serious question of home 
defense, with Great Britain requiring the 
bulk of her fleet in European waters, and 
Australia woke up to the fact with a jerk 
that she was required to show some back- 
bone, to take on responsibilities, to endure 
a few character-making hardships, to make 
a few sacrifices, unless she was to sink 
back to the level of a parasite colony. 

Thus we see conscription for the army 
for male adults rigidly enforced (your So- 
clalist is no voluntary patriot) and now an 
ambitious naval scheme for the creation 
of a worthy Australian fleet for home de 
fense at the colossal cost of $26,000,000, for 
which 15,000 men will be necessary for 
manning. This will probably entail naval 
conscription as well as military, unless Aus- 
tralia’s four and a half million population 
exhibit an unuéual show of patriotism. 

That these things should have come to 
pass under a labor-union government speaks 
well for the enlightening influences of na- 
tional responsibility, and it is noteworthy 
that, even in this short space, emigrants to 
Australia have increased surprisingly! Cit- 
izenship in a strong and prosperous coun- 
try ts a desirable thing, but citizenship in 
a declining nation, in which all the forces 
are at work to destroy character, enter- 
prise and progress naturally held no lure.

THE TARIFF AND PRICES. 


BY WALTER J. BALLARD. 

The cry is raised in this campaign by 
speakers and newspapers on the Democratic 
and “Progressive” Republican sides that 
the protective tariff policy of the straight 
Republican party is the cause of the high 
cost of living. Such is not the fact. 

About the only articles that have in- 
creased itn price are food products, and in 
every country, and particularly in free-trade 
countries like England, the prices of all ar 
ticles from the farm, and especially meat, 
have increased in price. It is conceded that 
our farmers are prosperous and that they 
have made big profits In the past few years. 
(twenty billions of dollars in ten years,) 
and no one should envy or begrudge them 
their prosperity; they have kept our auto 
mobile mechanics busy building machines 
for them; the~ have increased the rates 
of wages of farm hands. In a few years, 
with increased and abundant crops (like the 
one of this year) and the breeding of more 
live stock, prices for farm products will 
again become normal. Further, the in- 
creased wages now paid by the farmers to 
the farm laborer may induce thousands.of 
our people, and especially the immigrants 
from the farm countries of Burope who 
now crowd our cities and our towns, to 
seek employment on the farm. It is admit- 
ted that the population of the cities, which 
is the farm products consuming population 
of the country, has largely increased, while 
the population of the country or farmers, 
which is the producing population of food 
products, has decreased. This ts a very 
strong reason for the high price of food. 

To prove conclusively that the present 
protective tariff is not in any way respon- 
sible for the high cost of living study the 
prices of tariff-protected manufactured ar- 
ticles {n any 56 and 10-cent store. Goods 
are sold exceedingly cheap in those stores— 
that is, manufactured goods which, if im- 
ported, would have ty pay a high rate of 
duty. In those stores you can get a plain 
cup and saucer—two articles—for 6 cents, 
and a decorated one for 10 cents; if import- 
ed those articles would pay 45 per cent. 
duty—nearly one-half their present retail 
price. Has the protective tariff increased 
the retail cost of cups and saucers—a ne 
cessity—to the American people? 

A pair of steel shears can be bought for 
10 cents and a table knife and fork for the 
same price; yet our protective tariff duty 
on shears and knives and forks is 80 per 
cent. Has protection made these any dear- 
er? Decidedly not. 

A large dishpan,a dinner pall, 
both articles made of tin, can be purchased 
for 10 cents each; these pay over 40 per 
cent. duty when imported, and not long ago 
we had to import all our tin plate. Our 
protective tarif’ was applied to tin plate, 
with the following satisfactory result, and 
a big wage-paying industry has been built 
up without our people paying any more 
(if as much) for the tin goods they buy:

These are official (Bureau of Statistics) 
unassailable figures. Can any Illustration 
of the value of protection as a buflder-up 
of wages and profit-paying industries at no 
cost to the consumer be more striking? 


Many such striking showings could be giv- 


en: the “woods are full of them.” This in- 
crease in home production from 2,000,000 to 
1,619,000,000 pounds as a result of nineteen 
years’ protective tariff work, less the three 
years of the Wilson-Gorman low-tariff mon- 
strosity, is a protective tariff victory which 
cannot be gainsaid or discounted. 

Mention might be made of more than 100 
articles that we make in this country (for 
the making of which wages are paid to 
three million people,) the retail price to the 
people of which are not 1 cent higher by 
reason of the protective tariff. If-we take 
off this protection we may see some prices 
go down by reason of lessened demand, but, 
as in "93 to "96, we shall also see the value 
of work and also the rates of wages sof 
workmen and workwomen decreased, fac- 
tories, shops and mills closing, savings and 
other banks bursting, home mortgages be 
ing foreclosed, thousands and thousands of 
workingmen roaming the country seeking 
the work which will not exist and looking 
for the bread which they will not be able 
to find, while their wives and children are 
starving during their absence. In those 
93 to "96 days the freesoup house was 
“heaven” to hundreds of thousands of 
starving people, to the degradation of Amer 
ican manhood and American womanhood. 

Republican protection and prosperity 
travel together, while Democratic free 
trade (or low tariff—the same thing—tin 
this country of vast resources waiting prof- 
itable use.) poverty, ruin and bankruptcy 
are boon companions. 

“If,” says James L. Feeney, ex-president 
Central Labor Union of Washington, D. C., 
and formerly editor of the International 
Bookbinders’ Journal, “if, as our Déemocrat- 
fc friends claim, the tariff is responsible 
for the high cost of living, we can also 
claim that it ts responsible for the hich 
rates of wages our mechanics recefve, and 
the American workman today can afford 
to have meat on his table at least once a 
day (although it ts high in price,) where 
his fellow-mechanic on the other side of 
the big pond cannot afford to have it once 
a week; our mechanics receive almost douw- 
ble (in many cases a great deal more——the 
writer) the wages paid for the same class 
of work in foreign countries, and they re 
ceive fully five times as much wages as is 
paid in Japan, a country that we would 
have to compete with if we let down the 
tariff? bars. 

“I spent a few months tn Europe a few 
years ago,” says Mr. Feeney. “I was at 
that time editor of the International Book- 
binder, the official organ of the bookbinders 


of the United States and Canada. I inves- 


tigated the conditions of labor as a trades- 
unionist, and I found, especially in free 
trade England, poverty in many homes of 
mechanics in my own trade, as wages were 
low and the cost of living very high: meat 
was a luxury that few could afford. I found 


in the big cities of London and Liverpool | 


articles of American manufacture in every 
shop, and although I sympathized with the 
poorly-paid mechanics of England, I was 
pleased to see our surplus stocks of goods 
sold abroad (there would not be any sur- 
plus stocks tO sell abroad were it not that, 
under protection, {tt is possible and profita- 
ble for our factories to make goods in 
larger quantities than our home market re 
quires, and thereby supply more work and 
more Wages tO our workers—the writer,) 
and the day will come, through our great 
policy of protection, when we will be the 
greatest manufacturing country in the 
world, and I beliéve we can now claim that 
title. I am an American trades-unionist, 
and possibly it may be considered selfish, 
but I want to see no article imported from 
a foreign country that we can make at 
home, as the American mechanic today ex- 
ceeds tn speed a surpasses in skill tn 
many

BODEN WITH BURNS. 


State Pharmacy Inspector Re- 
signs Position Here to Take Man- 
agement of Northern Office. 

Fred C. Boden resigned his posi- 
tion as inepector here for the State 
Board of Pharmacy yesterday to take 
the management of the San Fran- 
cisco office of the Burns Nattonal 
taking charge at 


once. 

For a number of years Boder was 
an inspector. His duties were largely 
confined to efforts to suppress illicit 
traffic in opium and other. contra- 
band drugs. After serving several 
years in San Francisco, Boden was 
transferred to this part of the State. 
In Los Angeles he directed his efforts 
largely to breaking up traffic in 
opium and other drucs among young 
and adult men and women, curtall- 
ing the smuggling of opium across 
the Hne into this country and 
stamping out opium smoking in 
Chinatown and dens fitted up in va- 
rious sections of jhe city. Because 
of his activities here and in San 
Diego particularly he became prob- 
ably the most hated of men among 
the Chinese, and several times at- 
tempts were made to kill him. Boden 
became so successful in confiscating 
the deadly drug after it had been 
brought from Mexico, that he became 
the dread of smugglers. 

A few weeks ago he was given 
credit by local Federal authorities 
for making the largest confiscation 
of opium in the history of the 
crusade in Southern California. In 
the very heart of Chinatown he 
seized two steamer trunks filled with 
“dope” valued at about $25,000.

FOR ANNEXATION. 


LOOKING THIS WAY. 


This City’s Water and Sewerage Is 


SOUTH PASADENA, Sept. 18.— 
While frankly declaring themselves 
in favor of annexation to Los An- 
geles, members of the Lincoln Park 
Improvement League decided at a 
meeting last evening to make & care- 
ful individual canvass of South Pasa- 
dena to ascertain the actual senti- 
ment of the people as regards con- 
solidation with Pasadena or absorp- 
tion by the larger neighbor. 
The majority of the Lincoln Park 
residents have leaned for a long time 
toward annexation by Los Angeles, 
and the league as a whole has de- 
cided that the problems of water, 
sewage and other municipal matters 
cannot be solved without first joining 
with a large corporation. As soon 
as the views of the majority of the 
eltizens are ascertained, it is expected 
that the league will take active steps 
to ald in carrying out these wishes. 

It was shown that the cost of ob- 
taining the Owens River water, 
which ts said to be the only solution 
of the water question, would be far 
less in proportion to the assessed 
valuation of property than if brought 
from Pasadena, and also as this city 
was on a level with Los Angeles, the 
sewer system could also be utilized at 
a slight cost, and the outfall sewer . 
of Los Angeles could then be used, 
thus saving the expense of building 
another outlet. 

It was decided to appoint a com- 
mittee of seven, four women and 
three men, to canvass the city and 
find out the sentiment of the resi- 
dents in regard to annexation. No 
effort will be made to influence the 
people, but a fair and unbiased count 
will be taken. All residents of the 
city realize that these important civic 
questions must be settled, and the 
league, together with the Chamber 
of Commerce and the other improve- 
ment leagues, are working hard to 
decide them.

ADDITIONAL IRRIGATION PDANS 
GOING INTO EFFECT. 


Supervisors Arrange for Special 
Road Tax in Providing Items of 
Their Budget—Auto Club Furnish- 
es Posts to Be Placed on Roads to 
Indicate Distances and Directions. 


EL CENTRO, Sept. 17.—-Work was 
started yesterday on the important 
project of constructing a new gate in 
the East Side main canal on the 
American side of the boundary, to dl- 
vert water for the irrigation of an 
additional 57,000 acres in Imperial 
county. Chief Engineer J. C. Allison 
of the California Development Com- 
pany, is in charge of the construction, 
which will be known as the Allison 
heading. 

The land to be watered lies east of 
the Alamo River and wil! form a part 
of Imperial Water District No. 5. This 
extension of the system is made Pos- 
sible largely through the efforts of 
Col. W. H. Holabird, receiver, whose 
wise and conservative management 
has put the affairs of the California 
Development Company ona paying 
basis.

Owners to Action. 


Renewal of Nine-Year Fight 
on the Tapis. 


Council May Be Asked to Re- 
arrange District. 


Alarmed by a fire, which caused 
an $8000 loss at the Holder Lumber 
Company's yards, Vermont avenue 
and West Thirty-seventh place, tied 
up traffic for five hours on Vermont 
avenue, and threatened adjoining 
residences’ yesterday afternoon, tax- 
payers of that district declare they 
will petition the City Council to re- 
duce the limits of the industrial dis- 
trict and bar the plant, which they 
contend is in the residence section. 

If such action is taken, as Frank 
R. Slaughter, .a wealthy property 
owner, No. 1017 West Thirty-seventh 
place, says it will be, and he de- 
clares he speaks for the majority of 
taxpayers in the district, it will mean 
a resumption of a nine-year fight 
residents have waged to keep in- 
dustrial plants out. 

A year ago, after the property own- 
ers’ fight had been waged against the 
lumber yard for nine years, Mayor 
Alexander and a committee of Coun- 
cilmen visited the district to investi- 
gate taxpayers claims. At that time 
the Holder Lumber Company was us- 
ing in addition to their plants a num- 
ber of rented vacant lots in the neigh- 
bood as sub-yards. The Council de 
cided that these lots should be gtven 
up, but that so long as the lumber 
company kept within its fenced tri- 
angular property at Vermont avenue, 
West Thirty-seventh place and Mc- 
Clintock avenue, the yard would be 


could remain. The people's fight 


against the company was then 
drop But agitation has continued 
in thé neighborhood, and this feeling 


reached its climax yesterday. 
OUT OF BOUNDS? 

Frank Slaughter, who owns three 
bungalows on West Thirty-seventh 
place, opposite the lumber yard, says 
he and his neighbors will circulate 
a petition before the end of the week 
asking the City Council to include the 
lumber company’s property in the 
residential section. 

“The lumber yard is a menace to 
the safety of the residents here,” 
Slaughter said last evening, “and in 
addition to that we taxpayers feel we 
are entitied to a little consideration 
from angther«viewpoint. This is 
residence section, and the yard or 
any other industrial proposition has 
no right west of the Southern Pacific 
tracks. The yard should be located 
on the other side of the tracks, which 
is included in the industrial section. 
My neighbors myself shall pe- 
tition the Council] to rescind its ac- 
tion in-granting the lumber company 
permission to have its yard where 
it ts. 

“We are heavily taxed as.a result 
of the condemnation of the Exposi- 
tion Park property, and we believe | 
our property should be permitted to 
increase in value as a residence 
which ft cannot do while 
the lumber yard is in such close 
proximity.” 

What caused the fire fs not definite- 
ly known. It is supposed to have 
originated tn a emall shack adjoin- 
ing the planing mill. A. Hartman, 
who wag working in the mill when 
the blaze was first discovered, says 
he believes a stranger, who was seen 
passing through the yards, dropped 
either a match or a lighted cigarette. 
Employees of the eempany are pro- 
hibited from smoking in the yard. 

Spreading-from the shack to the 
mill, the fire completely destroyed 
that building and $8000 worth of 
machinery, then reached and cutted 
a two-story sawdust pit, and then ate 
its way into 600,000 feet of lumber 
racked in the yards. Half of this 
lumber is lost. The total loss is cov- 
ered by insurance. 

That the Holder company will con- 
tinue tm the present yards, despite 
protests of residents of the com- 
munity, although it will be several 
months before work can be 
is the statement made by J. W. 
HoMer, who, with C. V. Holder, his 
brother, controls the stock in the 
company. 

THE OTHER SIDP. 


“Had our lumber been permitted 
to remain scattered in the vacant lots 
of the neighborhood our loss would 
not have been so great,” said J. W. 
Holder. “But the residents of the 
section, fighting the yards on the 
ground that we are not in the in- 
dustrial section, caused the city to 
compel us to stock our lumber with- 
in the nineteen lots bordered by West 


Vermont avenues.” 

A score of employees of the plant 
have been temporarily thrown out of 
work. They tried to stop the progress 
of the flames, but by the time fire- 
men arrived the fire had gained too 
much headway to be easily smothered. 
It raged for five hours, sparks shoot- 
ing over near-by residences 

The only additional damage done, 
however, was to the roof of a three- 
story building. owned by F. M. Smith, 
half a block away, on McClintock ave- 
nue. Sparks ignited the roof, and a 
hole ten feet in diameter was burned 
in fh. remen the 
flames there before further 
had been done. 

Three telegraph poles on Vermont 
avenue, in front of the yard, caught 
fire, and in turning the hose upon 
them firemen drenched several hun- 
dred spectators. 

There was $20,000 worth of lum- 
ber and milling equipment in the 
yards. More than half of this was 
saved.

DAMPER ON BUSINESS. 


Secretary of American Embassy in 

Tokio Says Mikado’s Death Will 

Leong Have Demoralizing Effect. 

“The death of Emperor Mutsuhito 
means & suspension of all business in 
the Japanese empire for a period of at 
least six months and even more,” said 
Harold C. Huggins, secretary of the 
American Embassy at Tokio, who has 
been visiting his parents in Portland, 
and arrived at the Hotel Alexandria 
vesterday to meet a few old friends 
before sailing from San Francisco in 
@ few days for the Orient, where he 
will assume the position of vice-con- 
at Nagasaki. 

“The Japunese on an occasion of 
this kind revert to ancient customs 
and the nation plunges into a period 
of tnertia.”’ deciared Huggins. “Even 
when the Emperor was sick on pregi- 
ous occasions all business was sus- 
pended, theaters closed and a wail of 
lament went over the land. With the 
@eath of the Emperor it is practically 
impossible to decide on how long this 
period of mourning will lasf, but it 
will certainiy be long enough to de- 
moralize business and suspend foreign 
commerce to a reat extent. 

“The Japanese people are not at all 
hard to get along with, and after resi- 
gence of years in the country, they be- 
tome likeable, particularly the upger 
tiasses and the men who have been 
educated abroad. It is these men who 
are On a par with men of the white 
race in their knowledge and their 
echkievements. but the ordinary Jap 
fs not many surfaces removed from 
the uncivilized man. The graduate of 
the Japanese University would scarce-. 
ly be able to pasts an American High 
School examination, too much of the 
educational system depending entirely 
on memory. Even the intricate prob- 
lems of mathematics are studied by 
the students as memory lessons in- 
steae of being solved by mental exer- 
Clee. 

“The greatest possession of the Jap- 
anese race is its imitative faculty and 
what it cannpt accomplish by creation, 
& does succeed in doing by applying

At the 
unvelling last evening this exclama- 
tion had an added meaning, for the

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WINES OF OLD ROME, 


Fifty Kinds Were Known, Among 
Which Were Several Considered to 
Be Medicinal in Character. 

[New York Times:] Nearly fifty 
kinds of wine were known to the an- 
cient Romans, including several 
varieties used for medical purposes. 
Falernian was a home wine, _re- 
sembling the modern Madeira, and 
was not commonly used until it was 
10 years old. After it wag 20 years 
old it affected the drinker unfavor- 
ably, causing headache. 

Other wines were foreign. Chian, 
also called Ariusian, of which there 
were three varieties—austere, sweet 
and intermediate—and the Lesbian, 
considered to be a diluretic,. were of 
this kind, said The Ideal Grocer. Some 
wines were named after their color, 
as white, dark and red. The white 
were thought to be the thinnest. and 
least heating; the dark colored and 
sweet the most nourishing; the red 
the most heating. 

Certain wines named Myndian, Hal- 
icarnassian, Rhodian and Coan were 
made with esalt water. They were 
considered not to be intoxicating, but 
to. promote digestion. Two § wines, 
Cnidian and Adrian, were also medici- 
nal. Mustum was a term applied to 
a wine newly made, or the fresh juice 
of the grape. Protopum was the julce 
which rung from the grapes without 
pressing. Mulsum was a mixture of 
wine and honey. Sapa was mustum 
boiled down to a third. Defrutum 
was mustum reduced to half, and 
Carenum was the same reduced to a 
¢chird. Passum was a sweet wine, pre- 
pared from grapes that had been 
dried in the sun. Passum creticum, 
also a sweet wine, is believed to have 
been the same as the wine which our 
forefathers called Malmsey, the wine 
in which the Duke of Clarence, 
brother of Edward IV, elected to be 
drowned. 

A wine called Murrhina has a curit- 
ous history. The wreeks had a wine 
of this kind which consisted of pure 
wine perfumed with odorous sub- 
stances. The Romans had a wino 
similarly named, which is supposed

NWOISEDESSNESS OF SOUND. 


Action Merely Sets tn Motion At- 
mospherico Waves Which Affect the 
Auditory Nerve by the Bardrum. 

{New York Press:] All sound is 
noiseless. Deaf mutes live in a sound- 
leas world, because they have not the 
mechanical apparatus to register 
sound waves on the brain. Sound is 
only the vibration of the air, and 
these alr waves are soundiess in them- 
selves. 

Bound traveling through the air 
may be likened to «a set of moving 
spheres all centered at the source 
of the sound. Ot course, these 
spheres are distorted more or less 
by various objects. When they strike 


to the auditory nerve by the ear- 
and « series of small bones, and 
we “hear,” or rather “read,” the 
vibrations. Sound waved travel very 
slowly through the air, moving along 
at the rate of only 1690 feet a se0- 
ona They travel best through light 
and dry air, such as a oold winter 
morning. As light tavels so much 
faster than sound (186,000 miles a 
second,) one often sees a woodchop- 
per raise his ax to his sb ulder be- 
fore the sound of the previous blow 
reaches the ears. Sound may be re- 
flected, the same as light BDchoes 
are produced in this way. The meg- 
aphone is a device to give direction 
to sound waves. When sound waves 
reach the ear at irregular intervais 
we oall them “noise.” When they 
arrive in regular order it is known 
as “music.”

HERE is a dreadful stir dowp. tn 
Tene little port of Inhambane, East 

Africa, a town of about 4000 per- 
sons—Portuguese, Arabs, Hindus, 
Parsees, half-castes and negroes—be- 
cause the Portuguese Governor or- 
dered native women to adopt Puro- 
pean fashions, says the Chicago Trib- 
une, 

A week or two of mothers’ meetings 
resulted in plans for a strike against 
the outlandish fol-de-rols of so-called 
civilization. 

And back they went to the alto- 
gether, plus a few beads, with a slit 
drapery of monkey skins, a la direc- 
toire, as a robe d’occasion. 

Anyone who knows the native in 
her habitat must appreciate her po- 
sition and sympathize with her in the 
protest against being made to appear 
a fool. That is exactly what happens 
when she dons European clothes. She 
demurs, just as Americans would if 
China, having conquered the United 
States, insisted on their taking to 
queues and bandaged feet. 

The native about Inhambane is a 
“Kaffir,” which, however, is only a 
generic term, serving to distinguish 
him from a Hotténtot or a Bushman. 

The native home is a kraal, a col- 
lection of houses, usually situated on 
an eminence, though it may be noth- 
ing more than a roll in the low const 
country about Inhambane, which lies 
in a land of cocoanut groves and ma- 
laria breeding mangrove swamps. 
SOCIAL LINE DRAWN ON WIVES. 


If it be a chieftain’s kraal the hut 
which faces the cattle kraal will be 
the home of the “great” wife, usually 
chosen later than the other wives, s0 
that her son may have a better chance 
of inheriting his father’s leadership. 

On the one side is the hut of the 
right-hand wife, usually the first wife. 
Her son may not “succeed” unless all 
the other wives have failed to supply 
an heir. 

She is the keeper of the family 
medicines and charms. The left hand 
wife is known as the “wife of the an- 
cestors,” for upon her rests th: re- 
sponsibility vf providing an heir in 
ease the “gieat’’ wife has no sen 

From the walls and roof hang ar- 
ticles of all sorts—calabashes, old 
blankets, dirty pots, medicines, spoons, 
bunches of feathers. Back in one cor- 
ner are piles of mats, assagais, sticks, 
and dried ox skins. In another a calf 
tied to a roof pole. Hens roost about 
where they please in the roofing. Big 
black beetles scuttle across the floor. 
The menagerie also includes several 
cats, some goats, and perhaps a sick- 
ly sheep or two. To make the beds 
means to clear out the rubbish any- 
.where on the floor and spread down a 
mat and a wooden pillow. 

The tiny children, comical little 
tots, are guiltiess of even & rag, un- 
leas it be a single thread of beadwork 
stfung about the loins purely for dec- 
orative effect. They look topheavy, 
aad seem constantly to be just on the 
point of falling down. They are ut- 
terly without self-consciousness, and 
always are laughing, save when they 
aré crying. Girls of 10 or thereabouts 
are the family nursemaids, and some- 
timies they are only slightly larger than 
their charges. 

The women invartably have a fine 
cgrriage, the curve of their backs be- 
ing graceful and stately, the natural 
result of carrying heavy burdens upon 
their heads. They are physically well 
conditioned, their value consisting 
largely in good physique and abiilty to 
work hard. 

Fatness is deemed an element of 
beauty. The fatter they are the pret- 
tier they are thought to be. They have 
large feet and sturdy legs, frequently 
béing much more muscular than their 
husbands. They are buxom, round 
limibed, deep-bosomed, broad-hipped, 
dark-eyed, thick-lipped and have 
large mouths. 

GIRLS SOLD TO HIGHEST BIDDER. 

Girls always are pretty well treat- 
ed, for beatings and too hard work 
might mar them, thereby diminishing 
their market value. In marriage they 
are often sold to the highest bidder, 
payment being in cattle. For the boys, 
hareh treatment doesn’t matter, as it 
ofily toughens them for the struggle 
which life nearly always brings to the 
Kaffir. 

WEAR SKIRTS FASHION SHEET 

Fashions change with them as oft- 
as they do with Europeans. One 
season safety pins are the correct 
thing in the way of ear-rings: the 
next season pins are “out” and but- 
tens are “in.” One tribe may fancy 
bandana handkerchiefs, the 
next one would scorn them, but be 
wild about cotton shirts. 

The one universal ornament is 
bead work. The natives are born with 
a Sense for pleasing combinations of 
célors, and however variegated the 
ornament the colors never wil! clash. 

They affect bracelets, armiets, ani 
anklets of iron, copper, brass, or 
gtrass; and sometimes of tvory. Some 
coast tribes like shell ornaments. The 
“latest” in the way of a pendant ts 
an old cocoa tin. Empty brags car- 
tridge cases are particularly “good” 
for the pierced ear, or at the same 
time serve as snuff boxes. 

Old straps, keys, spoons, 
feathers, chains, grass, rope, 
and the like, come in for popular- 


combs, 


ity. A traveler in these parts relates 
that he once saw a man with a wine- 
giass in his hair, a collar around 
each leg, and no other dress except 
a skin apron about the waist. Shoas 
or sandals are unheard of except 
near centers of civilization. 

In such a society woman practt- 
cally has no rights. Her function ts 
to work in the fields and bear chil- 
dren. When she can do these things 
no longer she is good for nothing, 
according to the attitude of the 
kraal. And so an old woman may be 
left to starve or die of exposure or 
neglect, unless the charity of the 
young Intervene. Her only weapon is 
her curse—a dire anathema for him 
on whom it chances to fall. 

Lack of respect for old women ts 
part of the native’s religious sys- 
tem. He believes that in a future life 
their spirits will not be powerful; 
therefore, they need not be particu- 
larly concililated in this worl 

Boys wear a small rag, a worn-out 
piece of wild cat skin or a piece of 
an old blanket. Their complexions 
are of an earthly gray color, covered 
with thorn scratches. Usually they 
appear ashy, like a Hindu sadhu, for 
they loll about fn the dust a great 
deal. When they get a bit older they 
are very fastidious about ornaments 
They become inordinately vain, as- 
siduously cultivate whatever vestige 
of a beard they may havea, carry 
themselves erect, and develop into 
dandles. 

Clothing for them evolves tnto «a 
strip of hide, a few wild cat talfla, 
with an apron of skin slung from 
the waist in the back, or perhaps a 
large handkerchief. For dress 
sions the youth will have a choice 
assortment of junk, particularly if 
they have made a trip down to 
Johannesburg — spats, watches 
chains, old neckties, shirts, bunches 
of keys, swear volte a fondness for 
strong drink, and conceit, to all of 
which they take as to the manner 
born. 

COAT DOES DUTY FOR PANTS 

Pocket mirrors are particularly es- 
teemed. A European coat sometimes 
Goes duty as a pair of trousers, and 
the more patches the better, especial- 
ly if they happen to be of a different 
color. A boy can contrive a fetch- 
ing costume from an umbrella cover, 
an old stocking, or half of a pair of 
pajamas. 


No description of native dress would 
| be complete without a mention of red 
clay, the universal cosmetic. Red 
ochre and oil are rubbed into the 
skin. It is an excellent protection 
against the weather, and noticeably 
improves the color of the skin. It 
a it Just match a stick of choco- 
ate. 

The women rub red clay and oil 
into the hair, which is dressed in « 
variety of fantastic shapes, according 
to the whim of the particular tribe 
Sometimes it is shaved poodle fashion, 
with an odd tuft here and there. 

Girls roll it into long stringlike 
plaits, well plastered with clay. A 
whole day spent at the hairdresser’s 
is nothing uncommon in this land. 
But one “dressing’’ must last for at 
least a month; so the girls gladly 
sacrifice comfort to appearance and 
sleep with the head hung over a block 
of wood, so that their hair won't be 
“mussed.”’ 

Married women\ train their hair 
Into a tall, conical mass, about Iike a 
fooiscap, which: is wonderful to be- 
hold. Frequent dopings with red 
clay and ofl coax it to stay “put up” 
in svch an unnatural position. 

Married men affect a ring in the 
hair, and it is quite an honor to be 
allowed to wear one. The ring is 
fashioned of the mid rib of a date 
palm, twined into the hatr. Over 
this is spread the dried fuice of a 
certain small insect, sometimes mixed 
with powdered charcoal. The net 
result is capable of taking a fine pol- 
ish. Frequently the rest of the hair 
is shaved, usually with a bit of broken 
bottle, and, of course, without use of 
soap. Young men affect cheap 
metal combs, and thrust through a 
wisp of hair at almost any place and 
at any angle. 

FOOT RUB MEANS “HOWDY-DO.” 

The customary salutation consists 
of rubbing the feet on the ground, as 
if one were drying them, at the same 
time rubbing the hands together. Or, 
one man says to the other, “I see 
you,” to which his friend replies, 
“Yes.” Women cross their arms 
over their breasts, with the hands 
resting on the shoulders, and flex the 
knees two or three times in a very 
pretty, graceful curtsy. 

The morning tub ts interesting. The 
natives help each other out, one hold- 
ing a small gourd of water, probably 
about half a pint, above each other's 
heads, while the liquid drips slowly 
over the body. 

If there is none near to lend a 
hand the bather simply fills his mouth 
with water and squirts it out slowly 
over his toes as best he may. 

Next comes the taking of snuff, 
which is quive a ceremony with both 
menand women. The snuff is kept in 
any old kind of a receptacle—a smal! 
gourd, a bottle, a tin box, an old 
cartridge case, or a piece of horn, 
sometimes elaborately ornamented 
with brass or copper wire. 

During the day the men folks

Can openers are popular as pendants. 

There is a heavy demand for men’s linen collars among the women 


of the younger set. 


These are worn about the ankles. 
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wood, to kill time. 
carved out of a solid chunk of wood. | 

The young men milk the cows at! 
almost any hour which suits them be- | 
tween sunrise and o'clock. They tle 
the cow to the milking post by both | 
horns, and hobble her hind legs. ‘She. 
milk immediately is put into a cala- | 
bash, which never is cleansed. Conse-| 
quently it sours immediately. A small | 
plug at the base of the calabash al-. 
lows the whey to be drawn off, the | 
curds being the only part cared for. 
Clotted sour milk is food for men, 
they think. They scorn sweet milk, 
eggs, and chickens as only fit for ba- 
bies. This calabash, or milk sac, must 
never on any account be touched by 
the women or children. To do so 
would be to cause the cows to dle, 
and the unlucky female would be «er- 
tain to be accused of seeking to be- | 
witch the people by contaminating tng | 
milk. 

Then the men set to work pro-. 
pounding riddles, such as “I puzzle you | 
with a goat ram which grazes with 
white goats; they move about much, 
yet they eat in the same place.” The’ 
answer ig, “the tongue and the teeth.” | 
Or, “Tell me the name of the longest 
snake in the world,” and wouack will 
come the reply, “A road.” 

BRIDES SOLD ON INSTALLMENTS. 

Most curious of all are the marriage 
customs. A wedding for the native 
ig @ great event, @ season of feasting, 
general rejoicing, and extraord!nary li- 
cense. Girls marry at about 14, 
though they may have been “‘booked” 
much earlier, sometimes before they 
are born. A man may not marry a 
girl to whom even the most distant 
blood relationship can be traced. The 
father helps his sons to marry, allot- 
ting to each a proper number of cattle 
as dowry. - 

The proposal may be made by the 
young man, his father, the girl. or her 
people. “Leading citizens” often send, 
unasked, a daughter to the chief. To 
refuse her or to send back too few 
cattle in payment would be considered 
Chiefs may have as inany 
as twenty or thirty wives 

Among the common people she 
young man or his father usually does 
the bargaining fora wife. If the fath- 
er is well to do he sends messengers 
to the girl he has picked out as a first 
wife for his son. They take a certain 
number of cattle and pass no end wf 
time haggling and bargaining about | 
the price of the girl. If her people 
are satisfied, the wishes of the “high 
contracting parties” are not usually 
consulted—they keep the cattle and 
send back an assagai, to seal the com- 


pact.

The dowry used to average ten or 
twelve cattle for ordinary peopie. A 
chief would have to pay more, accord- 
ing to his wealth.

mortgage on his first boby girl. If | 
any of the cattle die before the end of 
the first year they must be replaced. 
If the wife dies before the birth of a 
child, or if she proves to be barren, 
the husband gets back his cattle. 
GIRL PLAYS HIDE AND SEEK. 
To announce the engagement they 
kill an ox, and the feasting begins. 
It may last a day. or for weeks. When 
the wedding day arrives the bridal 


party sets out at an hour timed so 
that they will arrive at the kraal of 
her betrothed after sunset, taking with | 
them the semi-sacred cow, a gift from. 
her father.

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JAPANESE TRADE SCOUT 


BOOSTS HIS NATIVE ISLE. 


Declares that War With the United States Is Impossi- 
ble—That Japan Has Been Practicing Intensive Agn- 
culture for Ages—That Rich Men Are Not Hated in 
Japan, Because They Give the People Work.

with them eighty tons of personal 
baggage and $80,000 in Mexican sil- 
ver dollars and American half-dol- 
lars, arrived in Washington during 
the month of May, 1860.

The English 
copy of the treaty was destroyed by 
Gre at Yedo, or Tokio, as the city 
fe now called. and the seventy-one 
strange gentlemen, including two Am- 
bassadora, an artist. and a historian, 
had journeyed across the Patific to 
get another one. They came in ori- 
ental splendor and with much cere- 
mony, carrying swords and wearing 
robes of fine silk. Short queves, stiff 
with pomade, projected from the tops 
ef their heads. 

Perry, by the show of arms, had 
opened their empire to the trade of 
the United States. Sailing away, he 
left behind him a Sharps rifle of the 
latest pattern. “Behold,” he might 


pagans.” The seventy-one Japanese 
gentiemen brought the rifie with them, 
together with a duplicate fashioned 
by their own artisans. There were 
mechanical improvements in the 
@uplicate and its workmanship 
throughout excelled the workman- 
ship of the pattern they had copied.

Japanese embassy. It traveled in dig-

QUEER TURNS OF TRADE. 

“Still there will be plenty of other 
things for us to buy of you. Trade 
takes some curious turns at times, 
being always alert and seeking new 
channels in which to flow. Japan, 
during 1910, sold $600,000 of rice to 
the American States along the Pacific 
Coast We are shipping oranges to 
this country and Canada. Americans 
have bullt a sawmill at Yokohama and 
are manufacturing oak lumber for 
your western markets. Thousands of 
barrels of American rosin are export- 
ed to Japan. Oak ties from our for- 
est are being used on your railroads. 
Many unfinished hats, large quantities 
of camphor, and $1,400,000 worth ot 
our earthenware and poroelain are 
sold in the United States every year. 
While this country, as I have said, is 
our best customer, outside of Aasl\, 
we buy more merchandise and manu- 
factures—sheetings and cotton prints 
especially—in Great Britain than we 
Go here. Prices in England are low- 
er, and ite merchant marine is very 
much larger, which gives us prompt 


service at reasonable transportation 
rates. 
“During the past decade Japan's 


purchases In the United States have 
averaged $80,000,000 a year. Even so, 
our average sales to the United States 
have been $44,250,000, as against $81,- 
€00,000 to Europe. We have every 
reason, therefore, to keep alive our 
old-time relations with this country 
The balance of trade, as I have shown, 
is tn our favor. We sell you $14,- 
000,000 more goods a year than we 
buy of you, and there is no reason 
why both nations should not increase 
their trade with each other. The 
United States is growing in popula- 
tion; so is Japan. Our increase is 
about 600,000 annually. Forty years 
ago the population of Japan was 17,- 
000,000. It ts now 60,000,000 and 
more. Our foreign commerce—that 
is to say the total of our purchases 
and the sales abroad—amounted to 
$22,000,000 in 1872. Today it ts 
$480,000,000, and included in that to- 
tal are about $15,000,000 of your raw 
cotton, $5,000,000 of your kerosene 
and $1,000,000 of your machinery. 
A GREAT CARGO OF SILK. 

“I spoke of a great shipload of cot-

Stationed in the greatest city on 
this continent. he is not alone watch- 
ing what American merchants and 
manufacturers are doing at home, 
but ig observing their activities in 
Asia. Japan and the United States 
buy from and sel] to each other. They 
are old friends and mutual custom- 
ers. But they are also competitors 
fof the trade of China. Diplomacy

so long as he is here. He ts engaged 
Bltogether in trade and _ industrial 
matters. His suite of offices are filled 
with clerks, stenographers, _statis- 
ticians and assistants. On a table in 
his own room were many American 
magazines and newspapers. Type- 
writers were rattling, pens were 
scratching, and the atmosphere was 
charged with Japanese energy, intel- 
ligence and enthusiasm. 

Twenty-five years ago the exchange 
of commodities between the United 
States and Japan amounted to only 
$15,600,000 annually. The Japanese 
bought $2,500,000 worth of goods in 
thty country—principally kerosene of 
the Standard 011 Company—and sold 
the’ people of the United States $13,- 
100,000 worth of products, mostly tea 
and silk. By 1897 the exports of Japan 
to America, made up of raw and 
manufacured silk, tea, copper ingots, 
hemp and flax textiles and pottery, 
had increased to $26,000,000 and to 
$71,000,000 in the year 1919. Mean- 
while in the fifteen vears from 1896 
to 1912, Japan's purchases the 
United States grew from $13,000,000 
annually to $46,625,000. After China, 
the United States is Japan's best cus- 
tomer, a trade fact which should si- 
lence the loose talk that the Japanese 
are only waiting for an opportunity 
to declare war against this country. 
AMERICAN FLOUR ALMOST SHUT 

OUT. 

“Trade between the Japanese and 
the Americans.’"” Mr. Numano said, 
“will continue to grow, I am sure. The 
United States has many things that 
we need—raw cotton, petroleum, ma- 
@hinery, steel rails, and electric ap- 
paratus. We are also buying your 
wheat, and up till five years ago were 
increasing our consumption of your 
flour. But our farmers and millers, 
catching the spirit of the farmers and 
miliers in the United States, demand- 
ed protection to their ‘infant indus- 
tries.’ and in 1906 we began laying «a 
tariff’ tax of 29 cents per hundred 
pounds on wheat and 70 cents a hun- 
dréd pounds on flour. Our imports of 


flour. amounting to $2,500,000 in 
1906. fell off. therefore. 
“In the meanwhile we had built 


flour milis of our own. notably one at 
Nagasaki, which is operated by elec- 
tricity and grinds 106,000 bushels of 
wheat every twenty-four hours. Nev- 
ertheless, we still purchasing 
wheat and flour in the United States. 
Within a period of two months re- 
cently 30,000 tons of Pacific Coast 
wheat was received at Yokohama. 
The wheat would have filled 750 rali- 
road cars. I am told the Minnesota, 
an American steamship, arrived not 
long ago at Yokohama with 8000 
bales of cotton and 500,000 bags of 
fiour. which is believed to be the 
largest dead weight cargo ever car- 
ried. either. to Japan or any other 
country. 

“The Japanese,” Mr. Numano went 
on to say, “live for the most part on 
fish. rice and tea. Formerly, wheat 
four was only used for pastry, but 
we found it so good when made into 
bread that we consumea more and 
more of it as our country developed, 
and we could afford to indulge our- 
selves in foreign luxuries. The Jap- 
anese now eat a great deal of bread. 
Indeed. our own national breakfast 
has become old-fashioned and we de- 
mand bread. milk and eggs just like 
the Americans. In the future. how- 
ever. we shal! have to look elsewhere 
for our grain, to Canada at first and 
ultimately to Siberia, which, an ex- 


try. Well, let me add that the Shinyo 
Maru, one of our new liners, landed a 
$1,600,000 cargo of raw silk in San 
The 
silk was loaded on cars and sent by 
fast freight to New York in five days. 
It came across the Pacific Ocean in as 
fine a ship as there is in the world, 
and then was transported across this 
| continent on as fine a railroad as there 
,is in the world. The story of the 
shipment of that silk tells, in a way, 
the commercial and industrial story 
of twh of the greatest and liveliest 
countries in the world. 

“Are American shoes worn 
Japan?” I asked. 

“Not by our peasants or mechanics, 
who wear clogs made of wood and 
sandals made of straw. Sandals can 
be bought as low as 5 cents a pair. 
There is only a limited market in 
Japan for American shoes. Coarse 
cottons we make ourselves and export 
large quantities to China and India.” 

“You spoke,” I said, “of the Shinyo 
Maru?” 

“Yes; it and the Tenyo Maru were 
built by Japanese and there are no 
better or more modern ships on the 
Atlantic Ocean. We have three large 
transportation companies. One of 
them made a profit of $1,300,000 dur- 
ing the year 1910. Eleven big ves- 
sels of that particular line do business 
with Europe and six with the United 
States. A steel ship 415 feet long 
was launched this year and will enter 
the Seattle-Hongkong trade. We have 
direct water communication with the 
western coast of South America and 
will carry our silk, tea and other 
products to Boston, New York and 
Philadelphia after the Panama Canal 
is dug. We believe that a merchant 
marine increases the prosperity of 
the people and our government is Iib- 
eral in its policy toward ship-owners, 
giving them subsidies that they may 
compete with foreign vessels and thus 
keep our freight money at home.” 

BUSINESS MEN DISHONORED. 

“Anctently,” I said, “the Japanese 
were divided !nto seven social classes: 
the Emperor, the nobles, the soldiers, 
the farmers, the artists and artisans, 
the merchants and traders, and the 
criminals and tramps. Are business 
men still sixth tn the list? 

“Oh, no. We have learned that 
dusiness makes a nation great. For- 
merly trade with us was not highly 
respected. Naturally, the best men 
either became soldie farmers, art- 
ists, or mechanics. ‘or had our 
merchants learned that honesty is the 
best policy. Travelera complained 
that Japanese merchants had more 
than one price for their goods. In 
that, however, our merchants were 
not unlike the merchants of some 
other nations. But the old order with 
us has passed away, and business is 
as highly esteemed as anywhere in 
the world. Our merchants have 
adopted modern methods, and our 
importers and exporters are men of 
high character and solid parts. 

“The soldier was once a knight with 
us. He is still an honored man, but 
he does mot outrank the financier, the 
trader, of the agriculturist. Farming 
was our first means of living. It is 
atill a dignified occupation. We are 
careful and scientific agriculturists, 
and for ages have practiced the in- 
tensive cultivation of our land. It ts 
a new thing in this country, I am told. 
But you have had fields a mile long 
and a mile wide. Many of our farm- 
ers, on the other hand, have only two 
or three acres. In places earth !s car- 
ried in baskets to bare spots on the 
hillside and little gardens are labor- 
fously made and diligently planted 
and tilled. 

“But we find that money is gained 
in business and that. money raises 
the people up and makes them strong. 
We have established tndustria! schools 
and are sending students and experts 
at public expense all over the world 
to learn the latest and best ways of 
manufacturing. There is no prej- 
udice against business men or rich 
men in Japan. They supply the talent 
and money with which to develop the 


country. They give work our 
people and bulld up towns. No 


country can be prosperous unless its 


wages £0 up, living is improved, and 
all classes are benefited.” 
TWO RICH JAPANESE FAMILIES. 
“Are many business men growing 
rich?” 
“Rich for us, yes; but not rich for 
America. We are buying automobiles 
and are demanding the conveniences 
and some of the luxuries of modern 
civilization. There is a mililonaire 
class in most countries. We have 
such a class, but it is not large, nor 
is t% dominating. The Iwasaki and 
Mitsul milies are the wealthiest in 
the empire. They are landowners, 
bankers and manufacturers. The 
r family its three centuries old. 
e former family is hardly more 
than fifty years old. The first 
Iwasaki was not a man of means. He 
began life in the shipping business 
and may be called the founder of 
our merchant marine. The heads of 
both families are barons and, having 
done much for the people, are greatly 
respected Most of our rich men 
are generous in their gifts to the 
public, and there is no outcry against 
them because they are rich.” 
“Do trusts exist In Japan?” 
“The trust question hag gtven us 
no concern so far, though our brew- 
eries have been brought together into 
two large organizations. All the rail- 
roads are owned by the government, 
and are making money. Transporta- 
tion, therefore, cannot be monopolized 
by private interests. Tobacco is a 
trust In some lands. It fs not with 
us, because the government controls 
the tobacco business; also the salt and 
camphor business, and owns and 
operates the telegraph and telephone 
lines. We have government trusts, 
I suppose you would call them, but 
individual capitalists do not profit by 
them, do not capitalize them, you 
understand, and sell the shares to the 
public.” 
“How do the wealthy men of your 
country Invest their money?” 
“In banks, manufacturing plants, 
land, commercial establishments, and 
government bonds. We have 2100 
banks, with a total capital of $340,- 
000,000 and a total reserve fund of 
$85,000,000. The capital hag in- 
creased $80,000,000 in ten years and 
the reserve fund about $51,000,000. 
Then we have postal savings banks 
for poor and middle-class people. 
There were 11,430,000 depositors at 
the end of 1911. The deposits 
amounted to $87,000,000, an increase 
of $76,500,000 in twelve years. 
Though Japan has not escaped the 
waste of war, its deposits at the pos- 
tal savings banks have been growing 
in number-at the rate of nearfy $100,- 
000 a month.” 
ABOUT DEAR LIVING. 

“Has the cost of living gone up as 
has been the case in other countries?” 
“Surely. Rents and clothing are 
much dearer than they were a few 
years ago. Some articles of food, 
meat for instance, have doubled in 
price. Once upon a time we ate lit- 
tle or no meat. Buddhism is a vege- 
tarian religion, hardly tolerating even 
the eating of fish. There are 72.000 
Bugdhist temples tn the empire and

S8o 
many of our best specimens of pottery 
and our rarest bronzes have been 
bought by Americans that I foar our 
original stocks have been almost en- 
tirely transferred to this country.” 
“How many of your countrymen 
are in the United States at this time?” 
“Our records show that they num- 
ber 73,165. There are 79,351 Jap- 
anese in the Hawaiian Islands be- 
sides. Most of those who are in this 
country live, of course, on the Pa- 
cific Coast, where they work in or- 
chards and vineyards, and on farms 
and railroads. One thousand Jap- 
anese are mining coal in Wyoming. 
Their wages are $3.75 a day. Com- 
mon laborers in the West are paid
